-They have also tried to do 
everything possible for the purpose of preventing the spread of the 
truth among their compatriots. 


On the twentieth anniversary of our exile has the "intelligcncia” 
among the Toronto Estonians rushed wit h open arms to receive the 
c ommunist functiona ry and thereb y tahen ste ps wh ich breah u p the unity 
and political thinhing amo ng o u r exiled gr o u p. This action wi l l directl y 
be of damage to our fight for political freedom. 

At about the same time our war hero, Colonel A, Rebane was . 
visiting Estonians in Toronto. Kis speech showed us clear objectives and 
r eminded us of the promises made while we ye re fleeing Estonia, Our 
battl e organizations have until now done their bes t to e;cplain and to 
oppose the tempting sounds of the red sirens — until Mon day night when 
this joint battle-front collapsed.
